Do not use any gritty polishing or scouring prepara- 
tions in cleaning the fixtures ; the frequent use of soap and 
warm water should be sufficient. 

Should this not have the desired effect, however, try 
a weak solution of ammonia, not over a spoonful to a quart 
of warm water, or a cloth moistened with refined kerosene 
or carbon oil. 

We can recommend a preparation known as Porcella, 
which is manufactured especially for cleaning porcelain 
enameled ware. Ask your plumber or druggist for it. 

Use whiting for polishing nickel work. It is just as 
effective, if frequently applied, as harmful acid preparations 
which soon destroy the nickel. 

Give the same careful attention to the 
bath room that you would bestow on the best 
room in the house. Treat your bath tub as 
you would your fine china or porcelain ware.

^ DANGERS OF DEFECTIVE OR INFERIOR PLUMBING <jg) 




EFECTIVE plumbing permits the entrance 
of sewer gas into the house, bearing germs 
of contagious diseases to which the human 
system readily succumbs. 

It should be remembered that sewer gas is not 
necessarily generated in the sewer, but that it is quite as 
frequently created in the plumbing system within the 
house itself. This is invariably the case if there are any 
obstructions or uneven surfaces in the pipes where filth 
may collect. 

N ot only must the gas from the sewer be prevented 
from entering the house, but that from the waste pipes 
within must be thoroughly excluded trom the apartments 
and its egress provided for. 

If your plumber has not done a perfect piece ot work, 
or it the plumbing has become deranged, your dwelling 
is contaminated with sewer gases and you are at the mercy 
of the germs which this foul air carries. 

I he most dangerous and deadly sewer gases are often 
inodorous.

N the last century, and even nowadays in the 
older parts of many of the cities of France, 
Spain and other countries of Europe, the 
houses contain no bath room, and in some 
instances not even an ordinary water supply. The 
occupants desirous of bathing, are therefore still obliged 
to visit public bathing establishments or avail themselves 
of the services of the " Bath Cart Man/' 

A familiar sight on the streets is the bath cart, 
containing common steel tubs, and tanks of hot and cold 
water. The cart is not always drawn by a horse, but 
sometimes pulled by the man himself. 

On request these portable baths are delivered, and 
in cases where there is no water supply in the house, the 
tub is filled from the tanks on the cart. The tenant 
specifies the hour at which the bath cart man may return 
for his tubs, and the cost of the accommodation ranges 
from fifteen to seventy-five cents per bath, according to 
the distance, the time consumed in making the trip, and 
whether or not water is included in the service.
